"If- the king be taken sick," says 


Coke in his "Institutes," "there ought 
to be a warrant issue from tho privy 
council, addressed to certain physi- 
cians and surgeons, authorizing them 
to administer to the royal patient po- 
Uones, syni[ios. laillavns. medlcinas, 
etc. SHU, none of these should be giv- 
fcn- except by consent and advice of 
the council, and they ought to set 
down In writing everything done and 
administered, and they should com- 
pound aU drugs tbeniRclvos and not In- 
trust their preparation to any apothe- 
cary." 


Coke wrote thus of precedent in the 


year 1010. nnd today the law is practi- 
cally as bo found It, although at the 
present lime in practice the privy coun-' 
ell simply hears reports of the progress 
of the king's malady and leaves actual 
treatment entirely to the physicians in 
direct charge of tbe case.— KicluiUKe.

In your carriage, and Charley, my boy" 
—taking tbe child from tbe cradlo an4 
kissing hlui—"you shall go to Eton 
and"—a snd Reminiscence crossed tils 
mind, his Joy was overshadowed and 
he murmured In broken accents, "Oh, 
that Howard (his dead child) had lived 
to see it!—but ho la better whero ho Is." 


On tho night of Edmund's Drst ap- 


pearance as Richard a group of Idle 
actors In tho greenroom were discuss- 
ing his merits in anything but a liberal 
spirit. "I understand," said one, with 
an elaborate sheer, "that ho Is nn ad- 
mirable harlequin." Bannister entered 
at that moment, overheard the remark 
'end retorted, "I am certain of that, for 
he has Jumped over all our heads."

The silk 'cotton trees of Jamaica are 


one of the most striking natural fea- 
tures of this beautiful Island, and vis- 
itors express much curiosity concern- 
ing them. The fiber of the.cotton Is 
too short for textile uses, bat Its qual- 
Ity Is delicate and fine. 


The trees ars most Interesting In 


structure. They reach a height of 200 
or 300 feet It Is tbe largest tree o» 
the Island, and the branches often over- 
hang more than an acre of ground. 
Some of then) are centuries old, dat- 
ing back lo the landing of the Span- 
lards. They have withstood the trop- 
ical winds of the region through the 
adaptation of their structure.

leaves are very few, and there -nre 
heavy masses of roots. 


This giant tree (lowers oace n year. 


It bears a number of pods much the 
size and shape of a cucumber. These 
pods dry and burst, and out floats the 
beautiful cream colored silk cotton, 
covering the ground and sailing In the 
air for some distance. The seeds, of 
course, are borne on the silky fila- 
ments. This cotton Is used at present 
only for pillows. Its use aa guncotton 
has been spoken of.

Some Ktudcuts hold 
that the1 wearing of black was orig- 
inally a dlsgubo assumed as a protec- 
tion from tho dead person's spirit 
The Idea was that tbe deceased was 
uaturully disgusted to find himself 
dead and that be wreaked hU reseut- 
rneut ujxjn bis relations. 
Therefore 


the relations thought that to alter 
their appearance would be a means of 
escape, aud all over the world veils 
were'used to bide the faces of mourn- 
crs-a practice still surviving In tba 
Impenetrable veil of the widow. 


The disguises mourners used—such, 


as the veil, tho turning of tbo clothes 
Inside out and tho shavlnjs of (be head, 
as practiced by tho Alnoa-wcre .sim- 
ple enough, but wipcrtmtural beings 
were always. It apiwared, easy^ to 
trick. 


Another theory of mourning-was 


that It was put on to warn people that 
Us' wearers bad been contaminated by 
death. Tbero was an idea of pollution 
attached to .tho great mystery. 'All 
early people shared tbo horror of death 
nnd tho fear of tho return of tbo spir- 
its. Thus In the Sudan widows sprin- 
kle their food with ashes to prevent 
their husbands' ghosts from eating it,

So patriotic wero tbe.Aleuts, »o 
brave In their struggle for independ- 
ence, that they succumbed to the Rus- 
sians only after a conflict of nearly 
Ofty years, and then simply because 
tho race was almost exterminated to 
tho struggle. 


Whilo the Aleutian islands must 


eventually form an Important link In 
the' commerce between tho TJnited 
•States and the orient, other Islands 
link our country with tho vast emplro 
to tbo iiortlL In the narrow Bering 
Btrnlt lie two little Islands, ono occu- 
pied by Hussia, the other by tho Unit- 
ed States, BO that citizens of tho two 
great nations \ivo on rcs|>ccl!vo Islands 
•within -n few miles of each other.— 
New York Press.
